Bloomington, 111., October 17.—Illi­ 
nois is leading the nation in perma­ 
nent road construction. 
Pennsylvania 
is a close second, but will not be able 
to equal the record of Illinois this 
year. 
To add to the 800 miles of federal 
aid concrete road constructed prior to 
1921 are 300 miles of state bond is­ 
sue road completed this year, with a 
possibility that the total will 
reach 
the 500 mark, depending on weather 
conditions during 
November and De­ 
cember. 
The program for J922 provides for 
the construction of 1000 miles. 
This 
is easy to state, but not easy to com­ 
prehend. 
It will require a train 
of 
cars extending from Chciago to Cairo, 
500 miles, to haul the crushed stone, 
sand, cement and other materials that 
will be consumed next year. 
The present prices at which 
con­ 
tracts are being let reflect actual econ­ 
omic conditions. 
As these conditions 
improve the cost will be lower. A re­ 
duction in freight rates would reduce 
the cost per mile. 
Grading contracts 
are being let this year at 15 to 
25 
cents a square yard. 
Last year, for 
the same jobs, 80 cents to $1 was ask­ 
ed. Reinforced -teel has been reduced 
from 7 to 4 cents. 
The state appropriated $25,000 per 
annum for the use of the first State 
Highway Commission. 
This year Illi­ 
nois 
is 
expending 
$2,500,000 
per 
month in constructing hard roads. The 
total amount to be distributed 
for 
this purpose during the present year 
is estimated at $17,000,000. Next year 
it will reach $30,000,000. 
A large sum is being sgved in the 
new policy of requiring each county 
to supply the right of way for 
the 
shortest 
possible 
route. 
Original 
highway 
lines 
are 
being 
ignored. 
When the federal aid road was built 
between Springfield 
and 
Peoria the 
concrete was laid upon the old zigzag 
dirt road. 
Had a straight line been 
followed many curves and turns would 
have been eliminated, while the road 
would have been ten miles shorter and 
there would have been a saving 
in 
cost of more than $300,000. 
The Chicago-St. Louis road, known 
officially as Route 4, which runs 
via 
Joliet, Dwight, Bloomington, Spring­ 
field and Alton, 
will be 
without 
a 
curve of consequence.

To the Honorable Sterling H. 
Carty: 
We, the Grand Jurors, hereby sub­ 
mit the following report: 
We have carefully read and peru.«ed 
the instructions of Your Honor con­ 
cerning subjects 
of 
law violations, 
both misdemeanors and felonies, and 
do say that we have made diligent in­ 
vestigation into all 
m atters concern­ 
ing which you referred to our body. 
A Committee of the Jury visited and 
in the best manner made investiga­ 
tion into conditions of 
the 
County 
offices, calling upon the various oc­ 
cupants, to-wit: 
Collector’s office, Re­ 
corder’s office, County 
Court Clerk’s 
office, 
Treasurer’» 
office 
Circuit 
Clerk’s office, Prosecuting Attorney’s 
office, and we desire to say that we 
found conditions in said offices satis­ 
factory. 
We also had a Committee to visit 
the County Jail on October 14th, and 
after a careful investigation, 
found 
the interior of the jail to be in sani­ 
tary condition. 
We suggest that the 
upstairs window» on the south side of 
the jail be repaired in a suitable and 
substantial manner. 
The culinary de­ 
partment was found to be in a satis­ 
factory condition. 
A Committee of our Body also visit­ 
ed the County Farm and found seven 
women, one two-year-old 
girl, 
four 
men; one woman paralyzed and ought 
to be sent to some place for the 
in­ 
curable. 
We found them 
fairly well 
cared for, except their bedding was 
not sufficient and at present need four 
bedsteads and three mattresses, 12 or 
15 cover's.
